It gives me much pleasure to submit our 1948 catalog of some 
of the outstanding Glads for your consideration; also, for the 
opportunity to thank our many customers and friends for the 
orders sent us during the past season, and I wish to assure al] 
of you who sent us those nice letters complimenting us on the 
quality of bulbs we sent, and thanking us for our generosity in 
the over count and extras received, that we get a great thrill 
out of knowing we have pleased you. 


We believe you will be pleased when you grow any of the 
varieties we are listing herein, and we promise to send you 
bulbs as good as the best. 


We spare no expense or care in growing our bulbs, and employ 
the best known methods available. 


Our spraying job is done with a 350 pound uniform pressure, 
covering 5 rows at a time and using 3 nozzles to each row. At 
digging time our bulbs are sun and air dried to remove as much 
ground moisture as possible before placing them in our steam- 
heated drying rooms; after having been cleaned, I personally do 
all the grading and inspecting before they are placed in winter 
storage with a 35 to 40° temperature. When orders are filled, I 
also personally check each order and inspect all bulbs before 
they are packed for shipment. 


Our quotations are very conservative, considering the high 
cost of producing quality bulbs.
